Edgar Simonsen, Antioch fire 
chief, and a former village trustee, 
was named to the position of super- 
intendent and David Miller of Wau- 
hegan as appointed engineer. 

Supt. Simonsen, who will assume 
his new duties on July 1, will have 
charge of all village administration 
except the police department. This 
will include street and alley main- 
tenance, lighting, Bewer and water. 
He will have his office in the pump 
building on Broadway. 

Miller will have his office in Wau- 
kegan, but will be on call at any 
or all times. 

Creation of the two offices result- 
ed from the growth of the village 
and- the inability of the trustees to 
serve in an administrative capacity, 
both for lack of time and because the 
nature of their office calls for legis- 
lative rather than administrative 
duties. / 

The move is in the direction of 
a village manager which is the 
trend both at Grayslake and Mo-. 
Henry. Deerfield has a village 
manager. 

Charles Maplethorpe, superintend- 
ent of sewer and water will continue 
to manage these departments, and 
Emil Ehnert will continue in the 
street department. 

The Village Board created the of- 
fice by ordinance and made the ap- 
pointments at the same time last 
Thursday night when Mayor Cun- 
ningham was able to get a quorum 
for a special meeting. 

Engineer Miller has at various 
times done engineering for the vil- 
lage. He is an engineer for the 
Great Lakes Naval Training Center 
and has much experience. He has 
agreed not only to provide services 
for sewer and water Improvements, 
but street improvements as well, 
and will handle the motor fuel tax 
requests with the State Highway 
Department, formerly handled by 
another firm. 

' Four bids on the supplying of a 
scjuad car for the police department 
were opened and referred to the po- 
lice committee headed by Herman 
Holbek. There was no bidding on 
the proposal to rent a car. The bids 
submitted were on the Ford, Mer- 
cury, Chevrolet, pldsmobile, and 
Fontlac. The decision on the pur- 
chase will be announced at the next 
regular meeting.

SPEED RECORD fOR OUTBOARDS 




SEATTLE, WASH. — Skimming across the 
on« kilometer cours* on Lake Washington her*, 
a apecially designed boat powered by a produc- 
tion 60 - horsepower Mercury set . a new world's 
•peed record for outboard* of 107.8 miles 'per 
hour. This la the highest speed ever achieved 
by an outboard-powered boat, and brought the 
world mark to the United States for the first 
thne since 1937. 

Seattle's Hugh Entrop was at the wheel of 
the highly streamlined craft as it captured the 
Union of International Motorboating (UIM) 
Class X Outboard Hydro world mark, Entrop 
became the first' American ever to exceed loo 
miles per hour in an outboard. He also broke

William H. Morris, Superintend- 
ent of the Illinois State Highway 
Police today issued a warning to 
motorists saying: "Unless driving 
practices on our highways improve 
immediately, more drastic enforce- 
ment measures can be expected. 

"Although fewer fatal accidents 
were reported on the highways of 
the State than ever before exper- 
ienced during a holiday period," 
Morris said, "it is a sad commentary 
on the driving ability of Illinois 
motorists to record 22 fatalities 
Statewide during the past Memorial 
Day weekend. 

"We feel sure," Morris added, 
"that the presence of our men on 
patrol drastically reduced the num- 
ber of deaths on the highways, but 
more stringent controls must be ex- 
ercised if we are to effect a per- 
manent downturn in accidents. 

"Far too many persons pay no 
attention to our warnings or extra 
patrol efforts to save lives," the Su- 
perintendent said, "and, danger 
lurks on every 'stretch of road dur- 
ing this current summer season. A 
record number of cars are on the 
road and the dangers of accidents 
multiply unless motorists exercise 
the utmost caution and courtesy 
when driving. 

In concluding his warning, Morris 
said, "518 persons died- during the 
three summer months last year, and 
that was a reduction over the pre- 
vious year! We, of the State High- 
way Police, intend to do our utmost 
to continue to show a reduction in 
traffic fatalities month by month 
and will employ every possible 
means to save lives. ' 

"Strict enforcement of all traffic, 
laws will be the order of the day 
and we sincerely urge the motorist 
to cooperate in every way to make 
our highways safe."

As near as 
I can find, the practice of bringing 
cattle and other stock there from 
the Chicago yards for fattening led 
to the development of the village. 
I seem to have a recollection of 
reading somewhere that the name 
came from one of the officials of the 
old Wisconsin Central Road whom 
the -folks of the community wished 
to honor." 
Then she added: 

"There was also an early minister 
who sometimes spoke in some of the 
churches of Salem township, by the 
name of Trevor." 
, It so happens that the theory most 
widely entertained by Trevor mod- 
erns is, that the hamlet was indeed 
named for a Soo Line official, or 
even an engineer. 

A second letter of inquiry, writ- 
ten by Ade to the railroad's general 
offices in Minneapolis, however, 
brought a prompt disclaimer of this 
theory. For on May 9, 1956 — too 
late for Trevor's postal dedication 
day — J. W. Lydon, advertising man- 
ager of the Soo^Linc, replied: 

"There is nothing in the records 
to indicate where Trevor got its 
name, and we arc unable to locate 
anything on it." 

Lydon nonetheless contributed a 
useful fact when, elsewhere in his 
letter, he informed Ade: 

"Construction of the Wisconsin 
Central began June 15, 1871. By 
October, trains were operating to 
Waupaca, and November 15, 1871, 
the first train rolled into Stevens 
Point. The line was completed to 
Ashland in 1877; St. Paul was 
reached in 1884; Chicago in 1886 
and Duluth in 1909. In the latter 
year the Soo Line took over the 
Wisconsin Central and it is operated 
today as the Sfbevens Pqint Division 
of the Soo Line System." 

The useful fact was confirmation 
of the hint in Henry Edwin Brown's 
land abstract, governing the area of 
Trevor, that the road came past 
Trevor in the mid- 1880's. 

We- could carry this, discussion 
further and suggest that each re- 
sponse contained a germ of the real 
explanation of the origin of Trevor, 
as did Charlie Octting's old abstract 
of Henry Edwin Brown's tract of 
government-deeded land. 

For we know now that this was 
the case. 

In its first article on Trevor his- 
tory The Antioch News speculated 
that the investigation it has just 
completed might in some way add 
its bit to Trevor records. 

This hope has been realized within 
the past few days. It comes with 
the uncovering by Mrs. Getting, long 
time Trevor resident, of hitherto un- 
known historical data obtained from 
what we consider of unquestion- 
able source. 

The facts come from a source out- 
side the village — Burlington, Wis., 
where a former Trevor pioneer res- 
ident lives today. 

Here then for your convenience is 
the explanation of the origin of 
Trevor.

shore of adjoining Camp Lake a 

colony of Mormons. 

These folk as was often true of 
them lived somewhat at odds with 
their neighbors. The latter at times 
even slept in their barns for the 
purpose of guarding their livestock. 
When the 'Soo Line right of way 
was laid out, it was seen that it 
would cut directly through the Mor- 
mons' 17 acres. 

The little colony, which had ar- 
rived perhaps from the East or from 
Nauvoo, Illinois — which before 1848 
had been the biggest city in that 
state (not excepting Chicago) ■ but 
afterward was virtually dissolved 
— picked up and left, settling on 
new ground "beyond Burlington." 
Next, with projection of a live- 
stock feeding point on this part of 
the Soo Line, there arose need for 
a station. What was its name to be? 
The pioneer Booth family came 
forward. Understandably, as Lem- 
uel Booth's farm had furnished 
school land, stood on the main cross- 
roads which pointed both to Anti- 
och and Wilmot, and had until then 
been the village center, they urged 
the Booth name. 

But the Mormons' leader, well re- 
spected despite local differences, 
was a minister and civic builder 
named John Trevor. 

You know now which name the 
residents chose. 

The departed Mormons were me- 
morialized in that choice.

New Lake Villa Post Office Dedicated Sat. 
In Outdoor Ceremony Attended by 200 



An audience of 209 perssons heard 
Hep. Marguerite Stitt Church, of 
Evans ton, declare that the post office 
is the visible symbol of the United 
States government and its services 
in every village as she participated 
in the dedication of the Lake Villa 
office Saturday. 

Mrs. Church made a special flight 
to Lake Villa, bringing a flag which 
flew over the White House on June 
11, and which was raised during 
the ceremony by the Lake Villa Post 
V. F. W. at the Lake Villa office. 

"I have been in Washington 32 
years — eight years as your congress- 
man, and I have never known a time 
when it has been more important 
to examine what we believe in," 
said Mrs.. Church. 

Lists Postmasters 

Rep. Church paid her respects to 
the seven postmasters who have 
served the Lake Villa community 
since 1884 when the office was 
known as Stanwood, and George G. 
Grice was the first postmaster. In 
1884, the village name was changed 
to Lake Villa. Postmasters since 
then have been Henry Thatcher, 
Lincoln W. Rowlings, Harriet I. Mil- 
ler, Clare D. Sherwood, Harriet Bal- 
lenger and Joseph Hucker. 

Hucker became postmaster in 
1935 and has served in that capacity 
since with the exception of 1942 to 
1946 when he was in military ser- 
vice. Mildred Galliger served as 
acting postmaster then. 

Coy R. White, Chicago, field ser- 
vice officer of the Post Office De- 
partment gave the main speech. 

"The mail service is a reminder 
of our privilege to write uncensored 
thoughts," he said. "It is a means 
of holding scattered families to- 
gether: an aid to commerce, health 
and education." 

White brought greetings from 
Postmaster General Arthur E. Som- 
erfield. He noted that the postal 
department has more employes than 
any other department of govern- 
ment except defense, and that it has 
more vehicles than any other depart- 
ment. 

At the conclusion of his talk, 



White presented the key to the post- 
office to Postmaster Hucker: 

The dedication program opened 
with organ music by Mrs. Grace 
Timmersman, after which Hucker 
introduced Tony Sciacero, VFW of- 
ficial, as master of ceremonies. 

Post 4308 Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, posted the colors, using the 
flag that Rep. Church brought. 

Ray Colucio represented the Lions 
Club as a speaker, and was intro- 
duced by Sciacero following the in- 
troduction of guests. 

The Rev. Gerald B. Robinson, of 
the Community Methodist Church 
gave the benediction. 

Open' house was held after the 
program with the VFW Auxiliary 
serving the refreshments.

EARLY DAYS 
' * OF ANTIOCH 



WHEN THE INDIAN ^W AS HERE 

! Although ; the Eottawatbmies Avere 
the Indian tribe encountered by the 
first white settlers in our Lake 
County, a number ^o£ other tribes 
had preceded .them, in inhabiting 
the wilderness of Northern Illinois, 
as. maps of the early ^rench ex- 
plorers indicated '. - ■■•-■' 
Moll's map of 1720 shows the Mas> 
koutens still around the land "pf 
"Che-ca-gbu" and^' the Kikapous 
north of them about Where Wauke- 
gah-isVtoday .^D'Anville'sVrnaP °A. 
1755 shows the Maskoutens on the 
ioorder iline (of Cook and Lake Couri-: 
ties, However, due ,- ' to -^constant: 
{\yarrirng between the different:trtbes, 
they early^disappeared or -were : ab-; 
•sorbed into the others. " . ; .■ 

■ When the: first ^French ;y traders, 

arrived- in 'the' new vcountry, they 

ifound it occupied .by a number J;of 
Itribes," the; hiost^ numerous- of which 

^vere -the Illinois. * a . « "..;■, 
:-. .These belonged. to the -Algonquin 
confederation, and spreading them- 
selves over the country on both 
sides of the Illinois River, included 
five tribes: the Cahokias, Kaskas- 
kias, Peorias, Tamaroas, and Mitchi- 
gamies, the last being the tribe from 
which Lake Michigan took its name. 
They were intensely warlike, be- 
ing almost constantly in conflict 
with the Iroquois on the east, the 
Sacs and the Foxes, Pottawatomies 
and Kikapous~on the north, and the 
Sioux on the west. They were mi- 
gratory and depended for subsis- 
tence largely upon their summer and 
winter hunts. They lived in rudely 
constructed lodges, each accommo- 
dating about eight families. 

They were always faithful allies! 
of the French, whom they heartily 
welcomed in 1673. French mission- 
aries labored earnestly among them, 
ntftably Fathers Marquette, Allouez 
and Gravier, who reduced their 
language to grammatical rules. 

In fact, the' name Illinois itself, 
indicates the close relation that ex- 
isted between the two factions: be- 
ing derived from the Indian mean- 
ing "real" or "superior men," the 
Indian plural "ek" being changed 
by the French to "ois." 

The city of Chicago was named 
after their most distinguished chief, 
Che-cau-gou, a man of unusual in- 
telligence and vigor of character in 
leading his , people, and who in 
1725 visited Paris where he was 
welcomed with the honors accorded 
a foreign prince. 

In their wars with the Foxes, 
from 1712 to 1719, the Illinois suf- 
fered severe losses, their numbers 
being reduced to but 3,000. Induced 

■ by pressure from the ferocious Iro.r 
quois they abandoned their villages 
on- the Illinois river and set them 
up anew in southern Illinois, near 
the mouth of the river now named 
Kaskaskia, where it flows into the 
Mississippi river. 

This second Kaskaskia, with its 
Indian village and French mission- 
trading post, later developed into 
the first capital of the Territory and 
State of Illinois, The state now 
maintains in this area highly in- 
teresting memorials of this period of 
its history, including that of old 
Fort Kaskaskia, 

The story of the Indian during the 
years when the white men en- 
croach upon his ancestral lands is 
interlaced with constantly shifting 
intrigue, in which the Spanish first, 
then the French, British and Ameri- 
cans, sought the aid of the Indians 
and played it against each other in 
furthering their own ambitions in 
the new world. Failing that, they 
suffered at the hands of the red man 
as an enemy whose leaders such 
as Tecumseh, Pontiac, and Black 
Hawk fought a valiant but hopeless 
struggle^ to stay the day of doom 
for their people. 

The assassination of Pontiac by a 
Kaskaskian in 1765 was avenged by 
the lake tribes in a. war of extermin- 
ation. After taking part with the 
Miamis in a war against the incom- 
ing Americans, the Illinois partici- 
pated in the treaties of .Greenville 
and Vincennes and were gradually 
removed farther and farther toward 
the West. 

Thus it was that by the time the 
Illinois Territory was formed, the 
Indians of the Illinois tribe were 
being replaced by another tribe, 
that of the numerous and powerful 
Pottawotamie from the north.

Rather it 
increases by 50 per cent the -eligi- 
bility unemployed workers had ac- 
cumulated by their length of service, 
The extension to 39 weeks applies 
only , to those persons who hadjbuilt 
up the present maximum of 26 
weeks eligibility. The next exten- 
sion, effective July l^ covers per-' 
sons who exhaust their benefits be- 
tween December 1, 1957 ; and March 
31, 1959. Here is roughly how the 
new amendment works: '. 

John Doe accumulated the maxi- 
mum of 26 weeks of unemployment 
compensation eligibility before he 
became unemployed in July,- 1957. 
He started receiving unemployment 
benefits and exhausted them after 
November 30, 1957. He is still out 
of work on July 1, 1958. John Doe 
would be eligible for another 13 
weeks of benefits commencing on 
July 1. provided he is still unem- 
ployed. . 

Richard Roe had also accumu- 
lated 26 weeks of unemployment 
compensation eligibility before he 
was laid off in July, 1957. He re- 
ceived unemployment benefits and 
exhausted them after Nov. 30, 1957. 
He did not receive any benefits in 
February, March and April, but 
went back to his job in May. Un- 
der the retroactive provision of the 
new amendment, he will not receive 
benefits for February,' March and 
^pril. 

In another example, Harry Jones 
was laid off in September, 1957, 
after having accumulated 20 weeks 
pf eligibility. He exhausted his 20 
weeks of eligibility in February, 
1958/-and Is still not back on the job 
on July 1 of this year. Jones would 
be eligible for another 10 weeks of 
benefits if he remains out of work 
for that long after July 1.

savings In food costs in produce) 

and grocery departments this week/ 

Chicago-area retail outlets report 
abundance and steady to generallyi 
lower prices for fresh fruits and 
vegetables/ and continuing steady 
prices for groceries, wlth^only a ;few^ 
exceptions noted. 

^4jln produce, scarce green onions, 
most types of beahs*and cucumbers 
are slightly higher, reflecting *o w 
degree weather factors. In .grocer- 
ies,,? frozen orange juice; js -des- 
cribed as .almost a .rarity and high 
priced. - ■,'-?.•■■ ' 

While ; retail meat . departments 
report steadily Vhigh Ito slightly 
lower priced for major red meats, 
particularly for early, week, changes 
could occur based on these activities 
at live markets: 

1. Beef, in its long value-run po- 
sition, could go lower based on an- 
ticipated increased cattle arrivals. 
The market senses another $2.00 cwt 
can come off costs in the next six 
weeks. -'■■'' '■-■;',■ .-,■ '/'. • 

' 2. Substantially higher hog costs 
could prompt more buyer resistance 
in pork lines. A four-year top price 
of $25 cwt. for hogs was reached 
late last week (June 19). If this 
isn't the to p of the l ive mar ket, th e 
peak could be reached this week. 
Prices then probably would remain 
at this high for 10 days to two 
weeks before heading into a gradual 
downturn with increased arrivals. 

This is the second abrupt whole- 
sale upturn in pork in as many 
weeks following a series of market 
fluctuations. Sources willing to 
guess in terms of two weeks hence 
predict higher costs substantially 
affect ham as a value considera- 
tion for July Fourth outings. 

3. Moderate receipts of sheep and 
lamb resulted in live market quotes 
up to $26 cwt. with spring lamb re- 
tail costs moving accordingly. 

4. Poultry and eggs are report- 
ed steady but heading into firmer- 
tones, also expected to reflect at re- 
tail. 

These general conditions prompt 
the University of Illinois consumer 
service weekly fdod markets, sur- 
vey to continue most beef roasts 
and steaks in the value position, 
along with fryers, large white grade 
A eggs, and a fulsome calendar of 



fresh fruits and vegetables. 

Consider, for example: 
: Fruits— Soft fruitsjimproving in 
volume, headed by peaches, coming 
in at lower than usual prices against 
a pattern of anticipated glut sup- 
plies this season. Cherries are con- 
sidered in the same category. Other 
soft items , Include n^ost berries

ture), apricots, nectarines, plums. 
Most melons are values,; cantaloupes, 
honeydews and watermelons, al-j 
though relatively "high" price tags;
